Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant provided line graphs showing systolic and diastolic BP 
response to stress in males and females, and indicated that in males a statistically significant correlation was found 
when comparing the ss genotype to si and II genotypes with regard to systolic and diastolic BP, but that the data was 
not as robust in females. However applicant also indicated that a gene (5HTTLPR) X sex interaction was not found to 
be significant, indicating that gender did not appear to be a factor. THe examiner indicated that such analysis should be 
filed in the form of a declaration. Applicant also discussed including an analysis to show that mean arterial pressure, 
as measured in figure 4 of the originally filed specification, was a function of both systolic and diastolic BP. THe 
examienr indicated that she would reassess the enablement rejection in view of the forthcoming declaration With 
regard to the outstanding rejections under 102 and 112/2nd paragraph, Applicant's representative indicated that the 
claims would be amended as suggested by the examiner in the previous office action .
